The Beach Boys are going to be 
spending part of their time this summer 
preparing a new album for release in late 
1984 or early 1985. Steve Levine, associ- 
ated with Culture Club is to produce the 
album. Potential tunes for the album are 
“Down by the Pier” by Carl Wilson, 
Billy Steinberg and Tom Kelly, and 
“Male Ego” by Brian Wilson. The re- 


lease of a single in late August is possible, 


although a title for this is unknown. 

Time taken for this will cool off the 
summer; right now tour dates are only 
available through June. More are certain 
to materialize later, and Reps will be 


notified. The ones currently available are:

They will also be doing some private 
parties for ABC Entertainment during 
the Olympics. 

Brad Elliott and Capital Records are 
to release an album called The Brian 
Wilson Productions in June. 

Pacific Ocean Blue by Dennis Wilson 
is to be released by CBS in Britain but

able here as an import. 

Release dates for Julio Inglesias/Beach 
Boys “The Air that I Breathe” and 4 
Seasons/Beach Boys “East Meets West” 
have not been set. “Chasin’ the Sky” 
will probably not be released as a single. 

Mike Love and Dean Torrance's video 
Scrooge's Rock and Roll Christmas 
should become available again next 
Christmas. Meanwhile, until May 31 only, 
you may order the video on your major 
credit card from Sony Video Software 
by calling (800) 221-9982. Please specify 
your preference for VHS or Betamax. If 
you have no major credit card or miss 

the deadline, they will supply you with 
a mail order address. 

The Radio Shack album New 
Memories, featuring The Association, is 
now available. Mike Love has a cut on it 
called “Stagger Lee.” 

The Backsters, featuring Mike Kow- 
alski on drums, will release a 6-song EP 
on the A & M label. “The Backster 
Boogie,” “Hand Clappin',” “Nervous 
Man Nervous,” “Techno Jive,” “Tough 
Tenners” and “Stomp.” 

The Beach Boys Compleat video, to 
contain old footage and other items, is in 
production. 

Posters have finally become available 
through BBFUN. These are the same 
beautiful posters that were sold at the 
May 12, 1984 Monterey, CA concert.

A Dream Come True 


This interview took place between 
Jeff Foskett, Paula Perrin and 
Alice (Pres., BBFUN) on 
February 19, 1984. 


PAULA: How did you break into music? 
JEFF: My dad was a big help to my 
musical career, On February 9, 1964 he 
made my two older brothers and myself 
watch The Beatles on Ed Sullivan. He 
knew they were going to be one of the 
biggest phenomenons ever. He bought 

me my first guitar and encouraged me 

all the way, as did my mother. I spent my 
formative years in San Jose and had a 
band called Cherry like “cherry coupe.” 
We played exclusively Beach Boys music 
and were in competition with Papa Du 
Run Da Run as they were called then. I 
came down to Santa Barbara, went to 
school at UCSB, and started my new band 
Cash. I figured I might as well say what 
I’m in it for. It lasted maybe eight months. 
I had started doing songs that were popu- 
lar off the radio but kept in a 60’s set of 
predominantly Beach Boys. Then I 
thought it was time to move to the 
British invasion and formed The Reverie 
Rhythm Rockers, an extremely successful 
band for me in Santa Barbara. We played 
all Rickenbacker and Gretsch guitars and 
used Vox amplifiers, which is what The 
Beatles used. When Beatlemania started 
their production they bought a lot of my 
stuff and I made a lot of money. We 
were the only ones between San Diego 
and San Francisco doing Beatles. Randy 
Kirsch, an Endless Summer Beach Band 
member now with The Bel Air Bandits, 
and I formed our partnership and 

started writing original songs. We were 

so popular as The Reverie we couldn’t 
even play our own tunes. We changed 
the name to The Pranks. So when we

EDITORIAL 


As you now know, The Beach Boys 
expect to release a new all-original 
album in a few months. We must get 
ready to make sure this album, and any 
single released, reach all record stores 
and receive adeguate radio air-play. 

BBFUN expects to take a very active 
role in the promotion, over and above 
the usual phone calls to radio stations 
and record stores. Right now, in advance, 
I need two things from you: (1) I need 
the names and addresses of all radio 
stations in your area that might play a 
new Beach Boys record. This particularly 
applies to non-major city stations. The 
purpose of this is to make sure the 
record arrives at these stations. (2) I need 
to know if you are interested in promo- 
tional efforts. The particulars of what we 
are going to ask people to do, and the 
rewards, have not been worked out, but I 
need to make a special list of people who 
are willing to do some footwork. 


Bootlegs 

Several LP's of The Beach Boys work 
have recently been bootlegged and mar- 
keted. The BBFUN address was placed 
on at least one of these without the 
knowledge or consent of BBFUN or 
Concerts West. BBFUN does not con- 
done bootlegs, and such records and 
tapes are not knowingly advertised in 
the Trading Post. Bootlegging is against 
Federal copyright laws and is theft of 
artists’ creative work, just as breaking 
into an artist's home and stealing his 
work would be. Any information leading 
to the source of Beach Boys bootlegs 
should be sent to Concerts West. It will 
be kept confidential.

did the 60’s music it was called The 
Reverie Rhythm Rockers and when we 
went out as The Pranks we got a whole 
new crowd who loved the original 
material. A couple of record labels, 

A & M and 20th Century, started offer- 
ing deals. 
PAULA: How did you meet Michael 
Love and get into The Beach Boys? 
JEFF: Michael came into a couple of 
the restaurants we played at several 
times. We invited him back, he always 
said maybe then never showed up. One 
day Gelebration was playing, Eddie 
Carter, Doc Robinson, and Mike 
Kowalski, and we opened the show 
doinga couple of Beatles tunes and a 
couple of originals. A couple of years 
later, Sunkist offered The Beach Boys a 
gig. The money wasn’t happening, but it 
was too good to pass up. The name The 
Endless Summer Beach Band was . 
invented and we did 80% Beach Boys 
tunes. We walked on that stage cold with 
no rehearsal. This guy in Santa Barbara, 
Pizza Bob, got ‘Us all striped short sleeve + 
shirts like the guys used-to wear. The. 
restaurant wore-them as uniforms. 
_ body in the band except Michael had š a, 
_ striped shirt on. Here-comes Michael in. 
his cowboy hat, “golden seaweed, and 
peace beads. I go, what the heck is this? 
You’re supposed to be in The Beach 
Boys. Little did I know that the novelty 
of that stuff had worn off years ago. We 
did a great show. Michael had a great 
time and we kept the band together. It’s 
so much fun. Now we do The Endless 
Summer Beach Band with Michael and 
get together with Budweiser. 

I got into The Beach Boys when Eddie 

suffered a hernia and Michael called me 
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up. I was hired for 20 days in South 
Africa. We came back to Tahoe and they 
liked my voice because I could save them 
all singing solo parts and they kept me 
on. It was a dream come true. Even in 
deference to you two, I’d say I’m The 
Beach Boys’ biggest fan. 
ALICE: PII challenge that! 
JEFF: Anyone else T'd say no, but you 
two could prabably challenge it. OK, I’m 
the world’s third biggest Beach Boys fan. 
Pm not kidding, you don’t know how I 
idolize those guys. I attended so many 
* shotws. The first time was at Winterland. 
I was elated because Michael had thrown 
. thigtambourine into the audience. Three 
>thowsand hands went up and my friend 
grabbed it a said here, happy birthday. I 
brought that out onstage one night and 
Love didn’t know what it was. He had 
autographed it before he threw it out, 
but of course he didn’t remember. 
PAULA: How did you earn a solo on 
“Warmth of the Sun?” 


__ JEFF: Carl wanted Bruce to sing it. He 
d. would never sing it alone in rehearsal. He 
i had. me sing it with him at the start, then 


‘he dropped out. For the first month I 
was very nervous. 
ALICE: That almost brings us up to the 
present. Have you done any writing? 
JEFF: A great deal with Randy. It’s got 
an edge to it. It’s not as sweet as some of 
the pop stuff, but it’s not heavy metal 
cause I dislike that kind of music myself. 
It’s kind of Hall & Oates/Beach Boys/ 
Police. I think you’d really like it. We 
use John Cowsill on drums. He plays _ 
with The Bel Air Bandits and is ex of 
The Cowsills group. Remember that 
group? Great band. That’s one talented 
family. Barry & John Cowsill, Randy 
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and myself was my favorite band as The 
Pranks. Hopefully if we do an album, 
it'll be those voices, especially if we get 
two Cowsills together. Barry's a great 
songwriter as well. 

PAULA: Would any of your songs ever 
be on any Beach Boys albums? 

JEFF: I don’t know. It’s hard to say if 
they’re as strong as the songs Brian, 
Michael and Carl write. Most of the guys, 
Kowalski, Eddie and Meros write songs 
as well and are much more schooled. 
PAULA: Does your group perform in 
Santa Barbara? 

JEFF: We play in different clubs in LA 
as The Pranks. I remember one night we 
were doing a gig in `78 at The Hong 
Kong Cafe which is across the street 
from Madame Wong's in Chinatown. 
They had ads next to one another in the 
LA Times Calendar section. I cut out 
both cause it looked better than chop- 
ping out just our little ad. I remember 
the huge crowds at Madame Wong's 

that night and could never figure out ` 
why. We had a big crowd and they 
started dwindling one by one over to 
Madame Wong’s. I went over there and 
thought gosh, those guys are great. I 
looked at the ad the other day. It said, 
The Mentors and The Pranks at The ` 
Hong Kong and The Police and The 
Mechanics at Madame Wong’s. It was 
their first US tour and sure enough, of 


course they were great. 


ALICE: What do you see in terms of 
future long-term plans? 

JEFF: To play with The Beach Boys 
was a dream and I really enjoy it, but 
my main goal is to do my own records 
and achieve some success on my own 
with Randy. I’m still actively looking for 
a label to release our songs. They’re vocal- 
ly oriented pop. It has a British wave 
edge with a great deal of harmony. We 
have some interest from a couple of 
labels but my time commitment is so 
tied up. If it’s at all possible, my dream 
would be to play with The Beach Boys 
and do my own career and have them 
not conflict. In my life, anything is 
possible. One of my lifetime ambitions 
has been met at a very young age. Who 
would have thought that sitting in front 
of the TV with my Sears guitar playing 
the wrong chords to “Don’t Worry Baby” 
that Pd be up onstage? It’s a ele 


come true. 
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
